Given By Murray 


'Oklahoma Chief Touches 


Only Generally Upon 


Presidential Race 


LITTLE HOCK.-^^P)-^urrent ills 


of the nation arid some remedies Were 
discussed here Saturday night by W. 
H. Alfalfa Bill) Murray, Militant gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma, In an address be- 
fore several thousand persons in city 
park. Governor Murray's appearance 
was under the auspices of the local 
Murray-fro-President club. 


The' governor touched only general- 


ly upon the 1932 presidential campaign 
end did not refer to himself specifi- 
cally as u candidate. The general 
theme of his remarks was economics. 


As for tho 1932 presidential prob- 


lem, Governor Murray believes "the 
American people should unite on fun- 
damentals, instead of moral questions 
-—infant baptism, the infallibility of 
the pope, and all the various creeds 
and believes, on which wo have al- 
ways differed in opinion and always 
will." 
The next presidential campaign, he 


believes, should be based on econ- 
omics errors, and' among those 'er- 
rors" he listed the banking system— 
with especial reference to credits— 
and the tariff. He urged the neces- 
sity for « lower tariff and reciprocity 
in tariff agreements with other na- 
tions that would benefit the farmers 
as well as the manufacturers. 


A closer trade relationship with 


South America instead of Europe, a? 
a step not only toward improving bus- 
iness conditions but toward preven- 
tion of future wars," was advocated 
by Governor Murray. 


The speaker predicted that if the 


democratic party should gain control 
of the government in 1932 "It 'will 
hold power for the next 20 years." He 
expressed the belief that poltical par- 
ties are essntiael bu that "they exist 
for the good of the country and not. 
tho country fo rthe good of the par- 
ties," 
The trouble with politics, however, 


he said, is that public officials are 
no more than flunkeys of the profes- 
sional politicians. "They arc elected 
by the politicians and they serve them 
rather than the people. It is time for 
the people to elect their leaders and 
not until the people do their own 
choosing of officials will they have 
good government."

Third Year of Drouth—U. 


S. Shares With Mort- 


gage Holders 


WASHINGTON.—In the Northwest- 


ern states, where the third summer of 
drouth has just closed, the federal 
government is commencing to advance 
money to the farmers to enable them 
to carry their livestock through the 
winter. 
Secretary 
of. Agriculture 


Hyde, commenting upon the loan con- 
tract used by the government, said 
Monday: 


"Among other regulations, we have 


required that, where livestock is al- 
ready mortgaged, the present mort- 
gage holder shall waive so much of 
his prior lien as to give the Govern- 
ment loan a proportionate part of the 
security. We have not asked that the 
Government be given the first mort- 
gage. Rather, we have asked merely 
that the present mortgagee share his 
security with us in such proportion as 
the amount of his loan and the ad- 
vance made by the Government shall 
bear to the value of the livestock. For 
example, if the Government lends ?18 
per head and the present mortgagee 
holds a lien for $36 per head, such 
mortgagee would, in event of sale of 
the property, receive two dollars to 
each one dollar the Government might 
collect. If he holds $54 to our $18, he 
would collect 3 to our $1, and so on 
proportionately. 


"Vigorous objections are being made 


by mortgage holders in these States 
to this part of our regulations. It 
seems to be the view that the Gov- 
ernment should advance the money 
for winter feeding, and accept the 
farmers' note plus such vague secru- 
ity as a second mortgage would give. 
This would mean that in the large 
number of cases where the first mort- 
gage is equal to or in excess of the 
value of the cattle, the Government 
would carry the catlte through the 
winter, only to have them sold later 
for amounts which would satisfy only 
the present mortgage. It would mean 
in many cases tha tthe farmer would 
be saddled with an additional burden 
of debt, while the Government loans 
had served only to make the present 
mortgage holder safe. This would be 
relief for motgage holders—not 
foV 


farmers. 


"Our 
regulations requiring some 


participation in the first lien is de- 
signed to protect the farmer from 
foreclosure. We want to help him 
carry his cattle through the winter. 
Surely the protection of the farmer is 
no detriment to the mortgage holder. 
He, of all men, ought to be most in- 
terested in the success of his farmer- 
debtor. His own welfare depends up- 
on it. Clearly the feeding of the cat- 
tle through the winter is a larger 
measure of protection to the mortga- 
gee than any possible dcrtiment which 
might accrue to hi mthrough sharing 
his lien proportionately for the ad- 
vances of cash to feed his security. 


"In the case of loans made by In- 


termediate Credit Banks which, under 
the law, have no power to waive any 
part of their lien, it is possible to 
meet the fanners' needs by increasing 
their present 
loans to cover 
the 


amount necessary for feed. Where 
this procedure is not practicable, this 
department is studying means of fill- 
ing all legitimate requirements of the 
farmer through a rewriting of the en-

Athletics against the New York Yan- 
kees but was knocke dout of the box 
with eight hits and five runs in three 
ininngs. George Earnshaw, who re- 
lieved him, was shelled also, allowing 
nine hits in three innings. Rube Wai- 
berg finished the game, yielding three 
hits in two innings—the Yankees win- 
ning 13 to 1. It was Grove's first de- 
feat of the season by the Yanks. 


The great walls of Yankee Stadium 


looked down on Lefty Grove's last 
1931 appearance, and while for some 
reason or other nobody on the A's 
pitching staff could do any good Sun- 
day, still Mr. Grove was casing a 
season's record of 31 victories and four 
defeats for a pitching average of .883 
—compared with Joe Wood's Boston 
record of 1912, when Smoky Joe won 
34 and lost five for an average of .372. 


Lou Gehrig conected for another 


home run to tie Babe Ruth with 46 
homers apiece this season. Ruth got 
three hits in five times up. 


Over at Cleveland, the Indians beat 


Detroit in the season's final, 8 to 5.
